Thomas  Spence  (1750-1814),  who  has  been  described  as  a  minor — and  crankier — Tom 
Paine,  was  the  original  owner  of  the  dies  from  which  the  “Windsor”  token  was  struck  (M48 
in  the  Sales  List). 

Spence  was  a  clerk  and  a  schoolmaster  before  he  made  his  name  as  a  publisher  and 
political  activist  and  it  would  seem  that  he  issued  his  first  token  in  1775,  while  residing  in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne.  This  was  well  in  advance  of  the  token-issuing  period  proper  and  it  was 
at  this  time  that  he  first  advocated  his  reform  of  the  Land  Laws. 

He  next  comes  to  our  attention  in  1792  when  he  published  The  Case  of  Thomas  Spence, 
bookseller,  the  corner  of  Chancery >  Lane,  London  who  was  committed  to  Clerkenwell  Prison 
on  Monday  the  10th  of  December,  1792,  for  selling  the  Second  Part  of  Paine's  ‘ Rights  of 
Man'.  He  was  held  for  seven  months  without  trial  as  the  Habeas  Corpus  Act  was  suspended 
at  the  time.  Upon  his  release  he  issued  a  token  with  the  legend  “T.  Spence  7  months 
imprison'd  for  High  Treason”. 

Spence  was  again  arrested  on  29  May  1794,  this  time  for  publishing  his  weekly  paper 
called  Pig’s  Meat;  or,  Lessons  for  the  Swinish  Multitude ,  which  he  sold  for  a  penny.  Its 
object  was  stated  on  the  title  page: 

“Intended  to  promote  among  the  Labouring  Part  of  Mankind  proper  ideas  of  their  Situa¬ 
tion,  of  their  importance  and  of  their  Rights.  And  to  convince  them  that  their  forlorn  Con¬ 
dition  has  not  been  entirely  overlooked  and  forgotten,  nor  their  just  Cause  unpleased, 
neither  by  their  Maker,  nor  by  the  best  and  most  enligheneed  Men  in  all  Ages.” 

As  publicity  for  his  paper  he  issued  a  token  with  the  message  “Pig’s  Meat  Published  by 
T.  Spence,  London”  which  showed  a  pig  trampling  on  emblems  of  royalty. 

He  served  another  spell  in  prison  and,  after  his  release,  opened  a  shop  at  8  Little  Turnstile, 
High  Holborn,  which  he  called  the  “Hive  of  Liberty”.  In  addition  to  publishing  he  dealt  in 
coins  and  extended  his  token  issuing  activities.  It  is  recorded  that  he  had  53  halfpenny  and  15 
farthing  dies  which  he  mixed  to  customers'  requirements.  While  striking  the  tokens  in  his  shop 
he  would  throw  odd  ones  out  of  the  window  to  attract  the  attention  of  passers-by. 

In  1795  Spence  published  The  Coin  Collectors’  Companion,  being  a  description  of  the 
modern  Political  and  other  Copper  Coins.  He  went  bankrupt  in  1797  and,  according  to  a 
writer  in  the  Gentleman’s  Magazine  of  June  1797,  he  sold  his  dies — mostly  the  work  of 
James — to  John  Skidmore  who  subsequently  struck  varieties  “muled”  with  those  cut  by 
Jacobs. 

Spence  moved  to  9  Oxford  Street  and  continued  to  produce  anonymous  handbills  and 
other  political  propaganda.  He  was  sent  to  prison  for  a  third  term  for  publishing  a  “seditious 
libel”  entitled  The  Restorer  of  Society  to  its  Natural  State.  Spence’s  plan  for  society  included 
the  nationalisation  of  land,  easy  divorce  for  the  poor,  public  libraries  and  free  schools  run  by 
local  authorities.  At  his  trial  he  defended  himself  in  a  three-hour  speech  in  which  he 
denounced  the  monarchy,  the  aristocracy  and  the  holding  of  private  property. 

As  well  as  being  a  radical  and  a  revolutionary,  Spence  would  also  appear  to  have  been  a 
romantic.  He  married  twice,  the  second  time  to  a  servant  girl  on  the  day  that  he  met  her! 
When  he  died  his  coffin  was  preceded  by  a  pair  of  scales  to  symbolise  the  justice  of  his  views.

Mrs  Gillian  Salisbury  was  startled  to  find  a  champagne  welcome  awaiting  her  when  she 
visited  the  Mary  Rose  Trust  displays  in  Portsmouth  Naval  Base  on  5  February. 

Mrs  Salisbury,  a  hospital  technician  from  Acocks  Green.  Birmingham,  discovered  that  she 
was  being  honoured  as  the  half-millionth  visitor  to  see  the  Trust's  displays  since  the  Tudor 
warship  went  on  view  in  October  1983. 

In  a  sense,  her  visit  was  three  months  ‘overdue’.  The  Trust  had  been  expecting  to  welcome 
its  half-millionth  visitor  in  November  last  year.  But.  just  as  the  attendance  total  was  a  few 
thousand  short  of  the  target  figure,  the  Trust's  displays  were  closed  because  of  a  Ministry  of 
Defence  security  clamp  down  restricting  access  to  defence  establishments. 

As  souvenirs  of  her  visit,  Mrs  Salisbury  received  from  Dr  Margaret  Rule.  Research 
Director  of  the  Trust,  a  copy  of  her  book  about  the  Mary  Rose  Project,  while  a  further  pre¬ 
sentation  was  made  by  Councillor  John  Marshall,  Lord  Mayor  of  Portsmouth. 

The  Lord  Mayor  presented  Mrs  Salisbury  with  a  gilded  specimen  of  the  medallion  supplied 
by  our  company.  Examples  struck  in  nickel  silver  with  a  prooflike  surface  and  housed  in  a 
sturdy  leatherette  case  are  available  at  £6.25  each  plus  50p  postage  and  packing  inland  or 
£2.05  overseas  airmail.

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HENRY  I  CHRONOLOGY: 
THE  CASE  FOR  REAPPRAISAL

In  his  article  A  Possible  Monetary  Crisis  in  the  Early  1130's  (SCMB,  November  1984), 

David  Walker  presents  an  overwhelming  case  for  the  fourteenth  type  of  Henry  I  having 

% 

culminated  in  a  serious  monetary  crisis  and  the  removal  of  the  majority  of  moneyers  operat¬ 
ing  at  that  time. 

The  purpose  of  this  note  is  to  demonstrate  the  contrast  between  this  apparently  unrecorded 
purge  of  moneyers  and  the  extremely  well-documented  events  of  Christmas  1 124.  For,  just  as 
the  Figures  clearly  show  an  abnormally  high  proportion  of  moneyers  who  statistically  should 
have  struck  Class  XV  but  did  not,  so  by  the  same  mathematical  reasoning  are  there  far  too 
many  who  should  not  have  struck  Class  XIV  but  who  nonetheless  did. 

From  R.  H.  M.  Dolley's  criterion  that  in  a  triennial  cycle  one  moneyer  in  seven  could  be 
expected  to  cease  operation  with  the  demise  of  each  successive  coin  type,  it  follows  that  the 
survival  rate  from  one  type  to  the  next  would  be  6/7,  or  about  85.7%.  Hence,  if  the  number  of 
moneyers  striking  any  given  type — say  kType  A’ — is  x,  then  the  number  of  them  striking 
Type  (A  +  1)  would  be  x(6/7);  by  Type  (A +  2)  there  should  be  x(6/7)2  and  so  on,  until  by  type 
(A  +  n)  the  number  of  survivors  should  be  of  the  order  of  x(6/7)n.  ( Table  /). 

If  the  percentages  derived  from  this  formula  are  applied  to  the  known  moneyers  of  Henry  I 
from  Class  VII  onwards  and  extrapolated  to  Class  XIV,  the  First  type  of  which  substantial 
numbers  are  available  for  study,  a  remarkably  close  correlation  is  obtained.  For  example, 
based  on  the  mint  tables  in  Norman  Kings ,  twelve  of  the  twenty-three  Class  X  moneyers 
could  be  expected  to  show  up  in  Class  XIV  and  sixteen  are  recorded;  from  Class  XI  there  are 
six  survivors  against  an  expected  value  of  eight.  ( Table  2a). 

A  similar  pattern  is  emerging  from  Dr.  E.  J.  Harris's  much  more  comprehensive  lists:  up  to 
and  including  Launceston,  these  show  Fifteen  moneyers  common  to  Classes  X  and  XIV,  com¬ 
pared  with  an  expected  value  of  twelve.  ( Table  2b). 

Many  writers  have  commented  on  the  exaggeration  by  contemporary  sources  of  the  scale 
of  the  1  124  purge,  but  these  Figures  hint  at  something  more  fundamental:  following  the  with¬ 
drawal  of  Type  XI,  which  is  generally  supposed  to  have  been  current  in  1 124,  there  is  no  sig¬ 
nificant  loss  of  moneyers  at  all  over  and  above  that  which  can  be  accounted  for  by  ordinary 
natural  wastage.  Faced  with  two  crises,  one  “grossly  exaggerated"  by  at  least  three 
chroniclers,  followed  some  eight  years  later  by  a  second,  completely  unrecorded  but  of  almost 
identical  severity,  one  is  led  to  the  inescapable  conclusion  that,  accepted  numismatic  evidence 
notwithstanding,  the  “two”  crises  can  only  have  been  one  and  the  same. 

It  is  surely  beyond  coincidence  that  over  90  moneyers  disappear  between  Classes  XIV  and 
XV,  and  that  94  were  mutilated  in  1124  according  to  the  Margam  Annals.  Equally  significant 
is  the  fact  that  the  pennies  of  Class  XIV  (many  of  which,  incidentally,  carry  the  same  snick  in 
the  edge  as  coins  of  Classes  VII— XII)  are  of  notoriously  bad  metal.  Commenting  on  this, 
Brooke  does  in  fact  touch  briefly  on  the  possibility  of  placing  Class  XIV  in  1124,  but 
dismisses  the  idea  on  the  grounds  that  “we  can  hardly  suppose  that  it  I  Class  XIV  |  was  in 
issue  at  that  time  as  we  should  then  leave  only  one  type  for  the  remaining  ten  years  of  the 
reign".  ( Norman  Kings ,  page  cliv). 

But  is  this  really  so  unlikely?

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In  the  opinion  of  the  present  writer,  far  too  little  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  prob¬ 
able  after-effects  of  a  cataclysmic  purge  of  moneyers  on  the  scale  described.  The  monetary 
system  had  been  operating  virtually  unchanged  since  Saxon  times,  with  hard-won  skills 
passed  painstakingly  from  craftsman  to  novice,  master  to  apprentice,  father  to  son.  Suddenly, 
overnight — literally  overnight — nine-tenths  of  the  structure  is  swept  away.  It  is  hardly  likely 
that  anybody  working  for  those  moneyers  punished  would  have  been  allowed  to  go  on 
coining  without  at  the  very  least  undergoing  the  most  searching  and  rigorous  examination  in 
order  to  ensure  that  they  did  not  simply  carry  on  in  the  fraudulent  ways  of  their  former 
masters.  The  same  would  apply  to  the  appointment  of  new  moneyers  which,  with  the  poor 
communications  of  the  time,  could  only  have  been  a  difficult  and  protracted  process.  It  would 
be  a  matter  of  years  rather  than  months  before  a  new  coin  type  could  be  in  production  in  any¬ 
thing  like  the  previous  quantities.  Even  then  it  might  have  been  considered  impractical  to 
resume  the  regular  triennial  cycle;  alternatively  the  practice  might  have  been  discontinued  as 
a  matter  of  deliberate  policy,  since  frequent  recoinages  must  have  been  a  veritable  gold 
mine — or  at  least  a  silver  mine — for  dishonest  moneyers. 

The  most  likely  effect  on  the  coins  themselves  would  be  a  deterioration  rather  than  an 
improvement  in  the  standard  of  workmanship,  and  examination  of  Class  XV  shows  this  to 
have  been  the  case.  Class  XIV  pence  are  usually  well  struck  up  and,  for  the  most  part,  round, 
whereas  those  of  Class  XV  show  the  beginnings  of  the  hallmarks  of  Stephen’s  reign:  coins 
inadequately  struck  or  struck  off-centre,  and  all  too  often  trimmed  to  approximate  roundness 
with  shears.  (It  should  be  remembered  that  although  dies  were  probably  made  centrally  this 
would  not  necessarily  be  true  of  the  secondary  tools  of  the  moneyer’s  trade,  such  as  those 
required  for  cutting  round  coins  from  strip  metal;  in  the  absence  of  skilled  mechanics  such 
tools  could  have  been  irreplacable  once  worn  out.)  Contrast  this  with  the  XI/XII  transition: 
coins  of  the  latter  group  are  praised  for  their  comparative  excellence,  yet  are  supposed  to 
have  been  produced  immediately  after  the  upheaval  of  1 124-5. 

The  conclusion  must  be  that  history  has  left  us  three  false  clues,  which  have  been  con¬ 
sistently  misinterpreted: 

(i)  The  sheer  awfulness  of  Class  XI,  giving  rise  to  the  misconception  that  it  and  not  Class 
XIV  was  in  circulation  at  the  time  of  the  “Moneyers’  Tragedy”. 

(ii)  The  anarchy  of  Stephen’s  reign,  and 

(iii)  The  fact  that  the  fifteen  classes  of  Henry  I  fit  reasonably  well  into  a  triennial  cycle, 
give  or  take  a  few  premature  withdrawals. 

On  the  first  point,  there  is  no  evidence  that  the  silver  content  of  Class  XI  was  especially 
bad,  and  the  type’s  appearance  could  hardly  have  been  blamed  on  the  moneyers  since  they 
were  in  no  way  responsible  for  coin  design. 

On  the  second,  the  obvious  absence  of  a  triennial  cycle  in  Stephen’s  reign  has  led  to  the 
erroneous  conclusion  that  the  anarchy  of  the  times  brought  this  about,  rather  than  merely 
causing  an  already  difficult  situation  to  deteriorate  beyond  recall. 

As  to  the  excessive  number  of  coin  types,  several  possible  explanations  come  to  mind,  the 
least  contentious  of  which  is  that  one  of  the  documented  measures  taken  early  in  the  reign  to 
combat  actual  forgery  (as  distinct  from  monetary  fraud)  might  have  been  the  introduction  of 
an  annual  type  change.  This  would  also  account  for  the  inferior  style  of  many  of  the  types, 
since  designers  and  engravers  would  have  been  forced  to  cram  three  years’  work  into  one. 

In  the  light  of  all  the  foregoing,  there  must  now  be  a  strong  case  for  a  systematic  and 
thorough  reappraisal  of  all  the  numismatic  evidence  relating  to  this  most  intriguing  reign.

No  additional  Maundy  coin.  In  response  to  Colin 
Bruce's  suggestion  that  we  issue  a  proof  set  con 
taming  Maundy  coins.  1  regret  that  this  is  not 
possible.  Mintage  of  Maundy  coin  is  strictly  con¬ 
trolled  by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  and  we  are  not 
permitted  to  strike  coin  in  excess  of  those  required 
for  presentation  by  Her  Majesty  to  recipients  of 
Maundy  coin  at  the  Maundy  Service,  and  for 
other  individual  presentations. — Letter  from  D.  J. 
Gerhard  ol  the  Royal  Mint  in  World  Coin  News, 
27  November  1 984. 

Brief  encounter.  The  pound  note  has  not  yet  gone 
the  way  of  the  ten  shilling  note,  although  its 
chances  of  survival  are  fading.  Yesterday  Tory 
MB  Marcus  Fox  joined  in  the  campaign  started 
by  Portals,  the  Bank  of  England's  paper  makers, 
to  save  the  note  by  printing  it  on  more  durable 
paper.  He  said  he  had  been  astonished  on  a  recent 
visit  to  the  Bank  to  discover  that  it  had  been 
experimenting  with  more  durable  paper  for  notes 
of  t5  and  upwards.  Mr  Fox  said.  “If  they  can  do 
this  for  the  higher  bank  notes,  surely  they  can  do 
it  for  the  f  I  note.  I  think  the  Treasury  deliberately 
kept  quiet  about  this  improvement,  which  would 
lengthen  the  life  of  the  £1.  because  it  would 
weaken  their  argument  that  the  short  life  of  the 
note  made  it  too  expensive  to  continue  to 
prod  uce." 

However,  the  Dank  in  response  shifted  the 
grounds  of  the  argument,  and  said  that  the  paper 
was  not  at  fault.  It  was  simply  that  the  pound  was 
now  small  change  and  treated  so  badly  that  even 
the  maximum  specification  paper  would  not  give 
much  of  a  gain  in  the  life  of  the  note,  now  that  it  is 
kept  screwed  up  in  pockets  instead  of  in  wallets. 

Ihis  was  too  much  for  Portals,  which  is  28  per 
cent  owned  by  the  Bank  and  therefore  does  not 
criticise  the  Old  Ladv  lightly.  Marketing  manager 
Michael  Wilkinson  said  "The  pound  note  would 


last  twice  as  long  in  the  same  condition  with  the 
new  higher  specification  paper." 

The  Bank  is  right,  of  course,  that  the  pound 
note  is  being  treated  as  small  change.  But  the  real 
argument  against  the  end  of  the  £1  note  is  the  big 
gap  that  opens  up  between  the  £1  coin  and  the  £5 
note.  When  the  10  shilling  note  was  phased  out  it 
gave  way  to  a  note  only  twice,  not  five  times,  as 
large.  It  is  the  number  of  coins  in  the  pocket 
winch  will  cause  the  irritation  over  the  next  few 
v  ears. 

However,  the  Treasury  and  the  Bank  are  stand 
mg  firm,  and  the  public  has  no  comeback, 
because  the  notes  will  no  longer  be  legal  tender 
after  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was  all  so  very 
different  in  the  US.  where  it  is  not  possible  to 
declare  tin  old  note  illegal.  As  a  result.  Americans' 
dislike  of  the  dollar  coin  killed  it  off.  and  the  dollar 
bill  continues  to  circulate  to  this  day  and  for  the 
moment,  at  least,  it  remains  worth  less  than  a 
pound  note. — The  Guardian.  5  January  1985.

FOUR  EAST  INDIA  COMPANY 
RUPEES  STRUCK  IN  THE  NAME 
OF  WILLIAM  AND  MARY

The  earliest  rupees  struck  by  the  East  India  Company  at  its  Bombay  mint,  established  in 
1672,  bore  western  script  and  designs.  They  are  well  described  in  the  late  Fred  Pridmore's 
book  on  the  East  India  Company  coinage  of  India.1  It  appears  that  the  Company  had 
difficulty  getting  these  rupees  accepted  outside  its  immediate  jurisdiction.  As. a  result,  a  deci 
sion  was  taken  in  1693  to  strike  rupees  in  Persian  script  along  similar  lines  to  the  Moghal 
coinage  current  elsewhere  in  much  of  India.  The  rupees  were  struck  in  the  names  of  the  ruling 
monarchs,  William  and  Mary  and  bore  the  following  inscription:2

In  their  (5th  or  6th)  regnal  year.  Coin  of  the  English  Company,  struck  at  Bombay 
(Mumbai). 


When  these  coins  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Moghal  emperor  Aurangzeb,  they 
caused  him  no  little  displeasure.  He  was  apparently  annoyed  that  the  Company  had  pre 
sumed  to  issue  coinage  similar  to  and  thus  confusable  with  his  own.  Aurangzeb,  by  way  of  his 
emissary,  Khafi  Khan,  made  his  displeasure  known  to  the  Company  and  the  latter,  not 
wishing  to  cause  further  offence,  agreed  to  discontinue  the  coinage.  More  detailed  informa¬ 
tion  on  this  episode  can  be  found  in  Thurston3  and  Pridmore.4 

These  William  and  Mary  rupees  remained  unknown  to  numismatists  or,  at  least,  seemingly 
unpublished  until  1959  when  P.L.  Gupta  published  details  of  six  coins  that  he  had  come 
across  in  the  Prince  of  Wales  Museum,  Bombay.5  These  comprised  five  rupees  and  one  half¬ 
rupee.  There  was  one  rupee  of  regnal  year  5,  and  4  of  regnal  year  6;  the  half-rupee  was  regnal 
year  5.  Weights  were  given  as  1 76.94-1 78.03  grains  (1  1 .32-1 1 .39  grams)  for  the  rupees  and 
89.06  grains  (5.70  grams)  for  the  half-rupee.  Since  then,  this  coinage  has  remained  very 
scarce  though  specimens  are  known  to  exist  in  private  collections  in  India.  Recently  B.A. 
Seaby  Ltd.  were  able  to  show  me  four  of  these  rupees,  two  of  regnal  year  5  and  two  of  regnal 
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year  6.  All  lour  coins  are  in  excellent  condition  and  are  illustrated  below:

All  four  coins  are  thus  heavier  than  the  Gupta  coins,  indicating  that  the  latter  w'ere 
probably  somewhat  worn  and  had  in  fact  circulated  for  some  time.  The  relatively  worn  nature 
of  the  Gupta  coins  is  borne  out  by  the  illustrations  in  the  JNS I. 

Turning  to  the  detail  of  the  Seaby  coins,  it  is  clear  that  all  four  obverses  were  struck  from 
different  dies.  The  reverse  sides  of  the  two  year  5  rupees,  however,  are  practically  identical 
and  were  probably  struck  from  the  same  die.  The  reverses  of  the  two  year  6  rupees,  on  the 
other  hand,  are  from  different  dies.  A  comparison  with  the  Gupta  coins  as  illustrated  in  the 
JNS/  indicates  that  the  reverse  of  Gupta's  year  5  rupee  was  struck  from  the  same  die  as  the 
two  Seaby  year  5  coins;  the  obverse  of  the  Gupta  coin,  however,  is  slightly  different  from 
both  of  the  Seaby  coins.  The  photograph  of  the  Gupta  4  rupee  is  not  clear  enough  for  a 
proper  comparison  to  be  made.  There  is  no  congruence  between  the  dies  used  for  the  Seaby 
and  Gupta  year  6  coins,  though  two  of  the  Gupta  year  6  coins  seem  to  be  struck  from  the 
same  dies. 

Pridmore  says6  that  this  coinage  was  the  first  East  India  Company  coinage  issued  for 
circulation  from  the  Bombay  mint  with  a  Persian  inscription.  A  few  coins,  however,  are  also 
known  struck  in  the  name  of  James  II.  These,  to  my  knowledge,  have  not  been  properly 
published  but  an  illustration  of  one  can  be  found  on  p.  282  of  the  Krause  Catalogue  of  South 
Asian  coins.7  This  coin  bears  regnal  year  4  and  thus  must  have  been  struck  in  1688  (or 
possibly  1689,  as  news  took  a  long  time  to  reach  India  in  those  days).  The  circumstances 
behind  the  issue,  assuming  the  coins  were  actually  issued  and  were  not  merely  patterns  or 
trial  pieces,  is  not  known.  Certainly  Pridmore  does  not  mention  them  nor  did  he  seem  to 
know  of  their  existence.  He  does  say,  however,  that,  as  early  as  1674.  President  Aungier  had 
designed  a  rupee  having  a  Persian  inscription  but  that  no  action  was  taken  to  sanction  the 
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issue.  1674  was  in  the  middle  of  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  Presumably  a  similar  initiative  of,  as 
yet,  unknown  status,  was  taken  towards  the  end  of  James  IPs  reign,  with  but  a  very  few  coins 
as  mute  testimony.

These  are  just  some  of  the  facts  contained  in 
the  Coin  World  Almanac ,  the  4th  edition  of  which 
has  been  published  by  Amos  Press  to  mark  the 
25th  anniversary  of  Coin  World ,  the  American 
weekly  newspaper. 

In  twenty-one  indexed  chapters  every  aspect  of 
the  hobby  is  covered  in  a  logical,  ordered, 
sequence.  These  include  grading  coins  and  paper 
money;  the  use  and  development  of  mint  marks; 
gold  and  silver,  giving  prices  of  both  metals  at 
various  periods;  numismatic  errors;  numismatic 
news  events  from  1934  back  to  1977;  a  history  of 
the  U.S.  Mint;  how  coins  are  made;  detecting 
counterfeits,  and  much  more. 

Of  particular  interest  is  the  chapter  entitled 
‘Numismatic  Chronology'  which  covers  land¬ 
marks  in  a  country's  numismatic  history  from 
ancient  times  to  the  present.  Another  chapter 
called  ‘First  the  Book’  lists  standard  reference 
works  to  various  series  in  which  Seaby  publica¬ 
tions  are  well  represented.  Yet  another  lists  World 
Organizations  with  a  comprehensive  coverage  of 
British  numismatic  societies  although  some  of  the 
information  is  a  little  out  of  date.  There  is  also  a 
listing  of  World  Museums. 

It  would  take  much  more  space  than  we  have  at 
our  disposal  to  adequately  cover  all  the  topics 
contained  in  this  remarkable  book.  While  the  bias 
is,  naturally,  towards  the  American  collector, 
there  is  a  wealth  of  information  for  every  numis¬ 
matist  in  this  one-volume  numismatic  library.

MODERN  GOLD  COINAGE  1983.  The  Gold 
Institute,  1001  Connecticut  Ave.,  N.W.,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.C.  20036,  U.S.A.  1984.  279  <215  mm. 
30  pp.  Paper  covers.  $7.00  including  postage. 

Modem  Gold  Coinage  is  a  survey  of  the  coins 
issued  in  that  metal  and  is  published  on  an  annual 
basis  by  The  Gold  Institute. 

It  gives  descriptions  of  the  gold  coin  designs, 
size  in  millimetres  of  each  issue,  weight  in  grams, 
percentage  of  pure  gold  in  the  coin  and  aggregate 
figures  showing  total  gold  consumption  and  total 
face  values  for  all  issuing  countries. 

According  to  the  statistics,  65  countries  struck 
gold  coinages  in  1983.  of  which  14  had  not  issued 
gold  coinage  in  1 982. 

South  Africa  and  Canada  were  the  largest 
producers  of  gold  coins  in  the  year  under  review, 
both  striking  large  numbers  of  bullion  coins  in 
troy  ounce  weights  and  in  fractions  of  an  ounce. 
While  coinage  production  at  the  Royal  Canadian 
Mint  declined  in  1983.  issues  of  the  South  African 
Mint  rose  by  159.219  troy  ounces  above  produc¬ 
tion  in  1982.  Chinese  coin  production  also 
increased  considerably,  rising  from  20,013  troy 
ounces  of  pure  gold  used  in  1982  to  34,760  troy 
ounces  in  1983. 

Among  the  commemorative  gold  coins  struck 
m  1983  were  the  Olympic  coinages  to  celebrate 
the  1984  Winter  Olympic  Games  at  Sarajevo  in 
Yugoslavia  and  the  Summer  Olympics  at  Los

CHINESE  ORNAMENT:  THE  LOTUS  AND 
THE  DRAGON  by  Jessica  Rawson.  British 
Museum  Publications,  London.  1984.

This  book  complements  a  remarkable  exhibi 
tion  at  the  British  Museum  that  breaks  new 
ground.

Numismatists  are  well  aware  of  the  copying  and 
transference  of  designs  and  motifs  as  coins  were 
copied  in  the  ancient  world.  Here,  many  of  those 
well  known  subjects  can  be  seen  transmitted  in 
other  mediums.

JOHN  PALMER  AND  HIS  MAIL  COACH 

by  A.  F.  AMANN 

The  Post  Office  was  established  in  the  time  of  Henry  VIII  and  enjoyed  a  monopoly  in  the 
transport  of  letters  from  one  town  to  another  which  was  carried  out  by  post-boys  who  were 
quite  often  elderly  men.  They  rode  off  with  the  mail  done  up  in  canvas  bags  and  were 
expected  to  travel  at  not  less  than  six  miles  an  hour,  but  they  often  conducted  themselves  in  a 
very  independent  manner.  Apart  from  being  hindered  by  bad  weather  and  the  dangerous  con¬ 
dition  of  the  roads  they  were  apt  to  loiter  at  the  posting-inns  and,  getting  the  worse  for  drink, 
were  no  match  for  anyone  intent  on  robbery.  In  any  case  they  were  unarmed  and  were 
therefore  incapable  of  resisting  those  who  made  highway  robbery  their  profession. 

This  state  of  affairs  continued  well  into  the  last  quarter  of  the  eighteenth  century  when  a 
young  citizen  of  Bath  saw  a  solution  to  the  problem.  His  name  was  John  Palmer.  He  was 
born  in  Bath  in  1742  at  the  time  when  Beau  Nash  was  ruler  of  the  Pump  Room  as  Master  of 
Ceremonies.  His  father  was  a  wealthy  brewer  who  had  other  commercial  interests  including 
the  ownership  of  a  theatre.  John  started  work  in  his  father’s  brewery  and  later  went  to 
London  to  obtain  a  royal  licence  for  the  theatre.  This  he  obtained  through  the  Lord  Cham¬ 
berlain’s  office  and  thus  raised  the  status  of  the  theatre  which  henceforth  became  known  as 
The  Theatre  Royal  on  a  par  with  the  London  theatres  of  Drury  Lane  and  Covent  Garden. 

At  this  period  it  took  anything  up  to  three  days  for  a  letter  to  reach  London  from  Bath, 
although  the  stage  coaches  did  the  journey  in  seventeen  hours.  Passengers  would  sometimes 
be  persuaded  to  take  letters  with  them,  a  form  of  smuggling  strictly  against  the  law  whereby 
the  revenue  was  defrauded.  Palmer’s  solution  was  a  proposal  to  carry  all  the  mails  by  a 
special  coach  with  an  armed  guard.  The  Postmaster  General  objected  on  the  grounds  that 
murder  would  be  added  to  robbery.  The  argument  used  was  that  being  defenceless  the  post-

boys  were  only  robbed,  whereas  the  armed  guards  who  resisted  the  highwaymen  stood  a 
chance  of  being  killed.  Another  objection  was  that  there  was  no  reason  why  the  mail  should 
be  the  swiftest  conveyance.  However,  Pitt,  the  Prime  Minister,  overruled  the  objections  and  it 
was  decided  to  give  the  idea  a  trial  at  Palmer's  own  expense. 

On  8  August  1784  the  coach  left  London  with  four  passengers  and  reached  Bath  in  14 
hours.  The  up  journey  was  done  in  16  hours  —  one  hour  less  than  the  stage  coach,  with  a 
sense  of  security  that  had  never  been  known  before  due  to  the  presence  alongside  the 
coachmen  of  the  guard  armed  with  a  blunderbuss.  The  mail-coach  idea  soon  caught  on 
despite  the  animosity  and  intrigues  of  the  Post  Office,  but  by  1786  Palmer  had  reached  the 
end  of  his  private  financial  resources.  However,  Pitt  realising  the  value  of  his  services  to  the 
State  created  him  Controller  General  to  the  Post  Office  at  a  salary  of  £1,500  a  year  with  a 
commission  of  2y%  on  the  profits.  Palmer  seemed  to  be  a  difficult  man  to  work  harmoniously 
with  others.  He  quarrelled  with  the  Postmaster  General,  Lord  Walsingham.  and  was  so 
indiscreet  as  to  write  discreditable  things  about  his  Lordship  which  were  nothing  short  of 
libellous.  In  the  face  of  this,  Pitt  had  to  agree  to  Palmer's  dismissal,  though  he  showed  his 
gratitude  by  granting  him  a  pension  of  £3,000  a  year.  His  percentage  claim  was  ignored  for 
many  years  but  at  last  he  was  voted  £50,000  as  compensation. 

Palmer  lived  until  1818  and  saw  his  mail-coach  system  firmly  established  and  the 
authorities  compelled  to  accept  its  overwhelming  superiority  to  the  previous  method  of  trans¬ 
port.  It  would  have  been  fitting  for  Bath  to  have  honoured  Palmer  by  the  issue  of  a  token  but 
it  is  a  London  halfpenny  token  that  commemorates  the  establishment  of  mail-coaches.  There 
are  two  issues  —  both  have  a  mail-coach  with  four  horses  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  of  one 
is  dedicated  to  J.  Palmer  while  the  other  has  the  letters  A.F.H.  in  ornamental  script.  This  may 
refer  to  Anthony  F.  Haldimand  who  was  a  London  merchant  at  that  time. 

It  would  not  be  inappropriate  to  mention  another  mail-coach  token  which  has  a  somewhat 
similar  obverse  to  the  above  while  on  the  reverse  is  a  swan  with  two  necks  and  the  words 
“payable  at  the  Mail-coach  OfTice,  Lad  Lane,  London",  a  posting  house  for  the  coach  to 
Weymouth.  This  bears  the  initials  W.W.  which  stand  for  the  name  of  the  issuer  —  W. 
Wilson,  the  licensee  of  the  “Swan  with  Two  Necks"  which  existed  in  what  is  now  Gresham 
Street,  E.C.2.  The  word  “necks"  is  a  corruption  of  “nicks"  referring  to  the  two  marks  made 
on  the  swan's  beak  to  indicate  it  belonged  to  the  Vintners'  Company.
